dated Friday and sent via Che Foo, is as follows:. 

“General Ma has defeated the allied troops and re-occupied the Chinese eastern arsenal, 
after inflicting great loss upon its defenders. The engagement lasted six hours, and was 
fought with great determination by both sides. 

“The Chinese were eventually able to use the effective guns of the fort abutting on the city 
walls near the Taotai’s yamen, the allied troops suffering severely from lack of pe guns and 
cavalry. 

“The Japanese commander sent an urgent appeal to hurry. re-enforcements, as the allies 
were in imminent danger of a general defeat.” 

Eighteen days ago Sir Robert Hart dispatched his last message, declaring that the situation 
was desperate, and since then no word has come from the Europeans in Pekin. 

According to The Daily Mail’s Shanghai correspondent, Li Hung Chang has received an im- 
perial decree ordering his immediate departure for Pekin, presumably to break the news of the 
Pekin tragedy to the European powers and in his usual role of negotiator with Europe in diffi- 
cult matters to endeavor to act as mediator and to avert the vengeance of the powers. To add 
to the grimness of this suggestion, all advices from Tien Tsin tend to confirm the reports of 
the perilous condition of the allied forces and belie the optimistic Chinese rumors. Unless re- 
enforcements speedily reach Tien Tsin another disaster may be expected. 


ALLIED FORCES NOT SUFFICIENT. 


The Daily Mail’s Tien Tsin correspondent, telegraphing on July 5th, says: 

“The situation is about as bad as it can well be. I only trust that we shall not soon want 
relieving ourselves. A forward movement is impossible. From 30,000 to 40,000 troops are 
wanted and there are only 10,000 here. The foreign troops are working well together, but it 
és inconvenient that there is no supreme commander. In some quarters.the feeling is ‘let us res- 
sue Pekin and then clear out in favor of Russia.’” | 

Other Tien Tsin correspondents say that no advance is possible until September Ist and ex- 
planations are being asked by the papers here of the tardy action of Japan in sending troops, 
since itis known that she was ready and willing to send them and that Russia raised no objec- 
tion to her doing so. It is hinted that a difficulty arose as to the manner in which Japan was. 
to be recouped for her heavy outlay. Rumors are current that Japan demanded the cession of 
a Chinese port. 

The Russian papers report that the boxers are ravaging Manchuria and have damaged 60 
miles of the railway, threatening Telin and Kirin, while Port Arthur and Neu Chwang are 
said to be endangered. Russia, therefore, has notified the powers of her intention to dispatch 
a large military force to Manchuria. 

All kinds of stories come from Shanghai, which it is impossible to verify. It is. stated 
that the boxers have murdered the chancellor of the Pekin university and sixty of the members 
of his family and retainers. A confidential officer of General Yung Lu, disguised as a boxer, is 
reported to have crept into Prince Tuan’s tent while the prince was sleeping, with the intention 
of stabbing him. He was caught by the sentries, so the story: goes, and decapitated on the 
spot. His head was sent with Prince Tuan’s compliments to Yung Lu as a warning to him to 
beware. 

The French consul at Shanghai has news that the Chinese prefect at Moukden himself mur- 
dered the Catholic archbishop, Guillon, in his yamen. Besides Archbishop Guillon, Fathers Cru- 
noet, Corbet, Bourgous and Veuillenot and two sisters of the French mission, and numerous 
native Christians were massacred. 

From Canton comes a report of large desertions from a German Chinese regiment at Kiao 
Chou and of a riot betweén German troops and boxers, many of the latter being killed. 

Both at Shanghai and Canton apprehension exists that these evidences of a widespread na- 
tive rebellion indicate the necessity for immediate measures on the part of'the powers. It is 
stated that Germany intends to send to China 10,000 to 15,000 men well equipped with guns. 


CHINA'S PRIVY COUNCIL 
BEGININNG TO EXPLAIN 


WASHINGTON, July 11.—An imperial decree dated 3d day of sixth moon, was received 
by telegraph today by Minister Wu, from the Toa Tai of Shanghai, transmitted on July Ist 
from the treasurer of the Chi Li province, who received it by special coutier on June 30th 
from the board of war, who in turn received it from the privy council in Pekin. The decree is 


as follows: 

The circumstances which led to the commencement of fighting between Chinese and foreigners were of such a 
complex, confusing and unfavorballe character as to be entirely unexpected. Our diplomatic reporters abroad, owing to 
their distance from the scene of action. have had no means of knowing the true state of things, and accordingly 
cannot lay the views of the goyernment before the ministers for foreign affairs of the respective powers to which 
they aré accredited. Now we take this opportunity of going fully into the matter for the inforamtion of our repre- 
sentatives aforesaid. 

In the first place there arose inthe provinces of Chi Li and Shan Tung a kind of rebellious subjects who had been 
in the habit of practicing boxing and fencing in their respective villages, and at the same time clothing their doings 
with spiritualistic and strange rites. The local authorities failed to take due notice of them at the time. Accordingly 
the infection spread with astonishing rapidity. Within the space of a month it seemed to make its appearance 
everywhere and finally even reached the capital itself. 

Every one looked upon the movement as supernatural and strange and many joined it. ‘Then there were lawless 
and treacherous persons who sounded the cry, ‘“‘Down with Christianity!’ About the middle of the fifth moon these 
persons began to create disturbances without warning. Churches were Te burnt and converts were killed. The whole 
city was in a ferment. A situation was created which could not be brought under control. 

At first the foreign powers reqquested that foreign troops be allowed to enter the capital for the protection of

LAWLESS PERSONS CONTROLLED SITUATION. 


Lawless persons then took advantage of the situation to do mischief and became bolder than ever in burning and 
killing Christian converts, The powers thereupon attempted to re-enforce the foreign troops in Pekin, but the re- 
enforcements encountered resistance and defeat at the hands of the insurgents on the way and have not yet been 
able to proceed. The insurgents of the two provinces of Chi Li and Shan Tung had by this time effected a complete 
union and could not be separated 

The imperial government was by no means reluctant to issue orders for the entire suppression of this insurgent 
element. But as the trouble was so near at hand there was a great fear that due protection might not be as- 
sured to the legations if the anarchists should be driven to extremities, thus bringing on a national calamity. 

There also was a fear that uprisirgs might >ccur in the provinces of Chi Li and Shan Tung at the same time, 
wth the result that both foreign missionaries and Chinese converts in the two provinces might fall victims to popu- 
lar fury. It was, therefore, absolutely necessary to conelder the matter from every point of view. As a measure 
of precaution it was finally decided to request the foreign ministers to retire temporarily to Tien Tsin for safety. 


It was while the discussion of this proposition was in progress that the Germap minister, Baron 


Von Ketteler, was assassinated by a riotous mob one morning while on his way to the tsung li yamen. 


On' the pervious day the German minister had written a letter appointing a time for calling on the 


tsung li yamen, but the yamen fearing he might be molested on the way, did not consent to the 


appointment as suggested by the minister. 
Since this occurrence the anarchists assumed a more bold and threatening attitude and consequently it was not 
deemed wise to carry out the projectof sending the diplomatic corps to Tien Tsin under ®&n escort. However, orders 
were issued to the troops detailed for the protection of the legations to keep stricter watch and take greater precau- 
tions against any emergency. To our surprise, on the 20th of the fifth moon (June 16th) foreign (naval?) officers at 
Taku called upon Lo Jung Kwang, the general commanding, and demanded his surrender of the forts, notifying “him 
that failing to receive compliance they would at 2 o’clock the next day take steps to seize the forts by force. Lo 
Jung Kwang being bound by the duties of his office to hold the forts, how could ‘he yield to the demand on the day 
named. They actually first fired upon the forts, which responded and kept up a fighting all day and then surren- 
dered. Thus the conflict of forces began, but certainly the initiative did not come from: our side.

Lincoln, Neb., July 11.—The fusion 
forces of Nebraska, including the demo- 
efatic, populist and silver republican par.

His 
réference to W. J. Bryan, “that noble 
man, that free man who represents the 
interests of common humanity,’ was en- 
thusiastically cheered.

A SIXTY-ACRE 


Albany, Ga., July 11.—(Special.)—With 
the close of the melon season in sight and 
with returns in hand for at least half the 
1‘ crop, the planters of southwest Geor- 
gia see that they will come out of the 
big end of the horn this year in their 
watermelon and cantaloupe ventures. 

The present week, it is expected, will 
witness the most active demand of the 
| season from all sections. During the past 
Pten days prices have shown a declining 
tendency and returns have not held up to 
what the growers anticipated. How- 
ever, word comes that the western 


crop has proved almost a complete failure . 


and that southwest Georgia must supply 
the demand for the balance of the sea- 
son. Albany is full of buyers, and those 
growers who do not care to take any 
chances experience no difficulty in dis- 
pcesing of their loaded cars on the side- 
tracks at satisfactory prices. The sharp 
demand anticipated for this week and the 
rest of the season, howcverm is causing 
rcst of the growers to ship to the mar- 
kets on their own responsibility. 

Some Dougherty county growers have 
nade “big money” out of cantaloupes this 
season. One grower sold his crop from a 
sixty-acre patch, on the vines, for $4,000 
his net profit being something in excess 
of $2,500. Others have done nearly or 
guite as well. All things considered, the 
melon business has thus far proved emi- 
nently satisfactory and those growers 
who planted largely have every reason to 
feel contented. 

A great many peaches are now being 
shirred from Albany, several solid cars 
of Elbertas having gone on. Hundreds 
of crates are being shipped by express. 
The fruit is unusally fine and handsome 
returns are expected. .

Charleston, July 11.—The attendance at 
the morning session of the Educational 
Association was not large. The topic up 
for discussion was “The Contribution of 
Religious Organizations to the Cause of 
Education.” | 

President Corson announced that {ft 
was impossible to have all denominations 
take part. He had asked the Catholic, 
Baptist and Methodist churches to par- 
ticipate. Rev. H. M. DuBose, general sec- 
retary of the Epworth League, south, 
was unable to be present and President 
Oscar Cooper, of Baylor university, of 
Waco, Texas, spoke for the Baptists. Mr, 
Cooper gave an elaborate history of the 
Baptist church, which was followed by 
a recital of their part in American educa- 
tion. The Baptist church, Mr. Cooper 
said, stood at all times for freedom of 
religious worship, freedom of speech and 
freedom of the press. 

Conde B. Pallen, of St. Louis, spoke 
for the Catholic church. Dr. Allen in 
the course of a scholarly address, said he 
would find it. impossible to crowd the ed- 
ucational history of two thousand years 
into the short time allotted him. He 
sketched ‘‘education’’ at the dawn of his- 
tory and coming rapidly to the present 
day told of the establishment of home 
schools in the new country which were 
later superseded by the church school, 
which was in vogue today.

Meleney, of New York; Phil- 
ander P. Claxton, of the State Normal, 
at Greensboro, N. C., and Miss Harriet 
Niel, director of the Hearst Kindergar- 
ten, Washington. The department of sec- 
ondary education heard a paper on the 
extent the pupil in the high school should 
be allowed to choose his studies by Wil- 
liam J. 8S. Bryan, principal of the high 
school, St. Louis. 

Oliver 8S. Westcott, principal of the 
north division high school, Chicago, read 
a paper on teaching pupils the correct 
use of the English language. The papers 
were followed by discussions in which a 
number of educators participated. There 
was a good attendance at the session of 
the higher education department and sev- 
eral interesting papers were read. 

The first speaker was President Charles

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MACON WANTS THE 
WORK TO PROCEED 


Money Was Appropriated To Enlarge 
Government Building. 


WORK HAS NEVER BEEN DONE 


Cause of Delay Was the Suburb An- 
nexation Question. 


ANNEXATION HAS BEEN DEFEATED 


Had It Won a New Structure Would 
Have Been Erected—Now Citi- 
zens Want Repairing Done. 


Constitution Bureau, Brown House, 
Macon, Ga., July 11..—At a meeting of the 
mayor and council last night the follow- 
ing important and significant resolution 
was introduced by Alderman Taylor, and 
unanimously passed: 

*‘Resolved, That Senator Bacon and 
Congressman Bartlett be requested to 
urge the authorities to progeed with the 
work of improving the government build- 
ing at. Macon with the appropriation 
made for that purpose.”’ 

Some time ago congress appropriated 
$58,000 to enlarge the government build- 
ing at Macon, A*movement was start- 
ed in the city ‘participated in by Judge 
Emory Speer,’.chamber of commerce, 
county commissoners and other influ- 
ences and organizations to have Sena- 
tor Bacon and Congressman Bartlett hold 
up the appropriation of $58,000 with the 
view of obtaining an appropriation of 
$300,000 to $500,000 with which to erect an 
entirely new building, instead of remod- 
eling and enlarging the present one, and 
a strenuous effort was made to incorpo- 
rate the suburbs so as to-increase Ma- 
con’s population and thus enhance the 
chances of obtaining the appropriation 
for a new building. In compliance with 
the desires of their constituents, Sena- 
tor Bacon and Congressman Bartlett 
had the $58,000 appropriation held up, 
and the government did not commence 
the work of enlarging the building. 

But the proposed annexation of the 
suburbs has been defeated, and it is ev- 
ident for other reasons that congress 
will not soon make the necessary ap- 
propriation for a new building, so the 
mayor and council have adopted the 
resolution requesting Senator Bacon and 
Congressman Bartlett to urge the author- 
ities at Washington to proceed with the 
work of improving the present building. 
If the work proceeds the United States 
court, postoffice and other offices in the 
building will have to be removed to other 
quarters until the remoueiing is finished. 
It is said that during this period JuJsse 
Speer may remove his official residence 
to Savannah or Augusta. It will take 
some time to make the improvements. 

Associate Counsel Employed. 

The law firm of Dessau, Harris & Har- 
ris was retained today by Mayor Smith 
as associate counsel with City Attorney 
Wimberly for the purpose of appealing 
from Judge Speer’s decision to the 
United States supreme court in the case 
of Bidwell versus W. A. Huff and the 
mayor and council, in which decision 
Judge Speer holds that the paving ordi- 
nance of the city of Macon is null and 
void. It is probable that Mayor Smith 
will also retain Hon. Roland Ellis as as- 
sociate counsel, as he is very familiar 
with certain branches of the case. Ata 
meeting of the mayor and counsel last 
night Mayor Smith was authorized to 
employ associate counsel. The matter is 
of most vital importance to the city of 
Macon. It ts not known when the case 
will be argued before the supreme court, 
but considering the nature of the case 
affecting, as it does, public policy and a 
constitutional point, the court may be 
willing to have the case advanced on the 
docket.

Botha May Join the Peace Party

Cape Town, July 11.—It is understood 
that at the close of the war in South 
Africa, Bloemfontein will be the head- 
quarters of the commander in chief, the 
seat of the South African court of ap- 
peals, and eventually the federal capital 
of South Africa. 

The British success at Bethlehem has 
ecnsiderably improved the proupects for 
peace, it is said. The whole of the gov- 
ernment of President Steyn, of the Orarge 
Free State, has surrendered except the 
president himself. 

Those officials who are prisoners have 
been allowed to communicate with Pres- 
ident Steyn for the purpose of attempt- 
ing to prove to bim: the uselessness of a4 
ccntinuance of the ttruggle. which can 
only produce bloodshed without any coun- 
terbalancing advantages. 

The collapse of the forces of General 
Dewet is expected daily. The Boers here 
say that the men have taken a solemn 
oath never to personally surrender, but 
they are beginning to see the unfairness 
of sacrificing 1 fe to personal wishes. 

It is expected that when General Botha 
learns of the defeat of his colleagues he 
wil gladly enter into conferences looking 
to the establishment of peace. The need 
of more civil administrators is urgent, 
and the necessity for their appointmgnt 
is tecoming daily more apparent. Intel- 
ligent administrators with a knowledge 
of the people could undoubtedly greatly 
aid in the future settlement of difficul- 
ties inasmuch as a frank feeling in favor 
of submission is prevalent among the 
Beers.

~ PRICES SUDDENLY 


Hearing for Georgia Jurisdiction Pro- 
ceeding Slowly. 


GILLETTE ON THE STAND 


Defendants Object to Testimony from 
Carter’s Successor. 


CHANGE OF 400 PER CENT IN PRICES 


That the Gaynors and Greene Wil) 
Be Brought to Georgia Seems 
More Probable Every Day. 


New York, July 11.—Hearing in’ the pro- 
ceedings for the removal of B. D. Green 
and J. F.. EB. T. and W. F. Gaynor to 
the jurisdiction of the Georgia federal 
courts. was resumed today before Com- 


missioner Shields. 

J. W. O. Sterley, who was chief clerk 
under Captain Carter, was recalled to the 
stand and. identified one of the various 
contracts made by General Gilmore and 
Captain Carter for the government work 
at Savannah, and Mr, Erwin offered them 
in evidence. Some of them are dated 
back to 1884. Counsel for the defense 
objected to them individually, but Com- 
missioner Shields overruled all objections. 

Mr. Rose. of counsel for the defense, ar- 
gued that General Gilmore was not sus- 
pected of any complicity tn the frauds 
and the district attorney explained that 
he desired the contracts made by Gen- 
eral Gilmore in ri to show how 
the prices had increased after Captain 
Carter had sole control of the bids put 
in by the contractors. 

On being cross-examined, Sterley testi- 
fied that every one of the contracts in- 
troduced was approved by one or more 
officers superior to Captain Carter. Two 
or three of them were approved by the 
secretary of war. Only five of the twen- 
ty-eight introduced were made in the 
name of the Gaynors. Of those five all 
were approved by the chief of the en- 
gineers’ department. 

Captain C. E. Gillette, arke, in July, 
took charge of the Savannah harbor im- 
provements work, identified drawings of 
log and brush mantles built by the Gay- 
nors and a contract with General Gil- 
more and similar drawing of work done 
by them under contracts made with Cap- 
tain Carter. Mr. Erwin, replying to the 
objections of the defense, said there was 
a difference of nearly 400 per cent in the 


prices charged. 

Counsel for the defense declined to rec- 
ognize Captain Gillette as an expert. 
Commissioner Shields ruled that he was 
competent to testify to the correctness 
of the drawings presented. 

Captain Gillette was still on the stand 
when court adjourned until tomorrow.

A LIVELY ANSWER TO JUDGE GEORGE HILLYER 


George W. Harrison, president of the 
board of water commissioners, has replied 
‘to the series of articles by Judge George 
Hillyer, one of the members of the same 
board. 

President Harrison has looked over the 

| records of the water department for evi- 
' dence to controvert the statements of 
Judge Hillyer and in his letter makes as- 
sertions that are interesting in the ex- } 
treme. Parallel statements from Judge~ 
Hillyer, one as mayor of Atlanta and the 
other as a member of the board of water 
commissioners, are given-by President 
Harrison, in which Judge Hillyer appa- 
rently makes different statements about 
the ability of Chief Engineer Travis. 

A letter from Charles L. Palmerlee, con- 
gulting expert of New York, to Colonel 
Park Woodward, superintendent of the 
system, is also given, in which Mr. Palm- 
‘erlee gives his opinions as to the cause of 

‘the recent breaks at Hemphill pumping 
station. 

Members of the water board who are 
opposed to the opinions of Judge Hill- 
yer met yesterday morning in the office 
‘of the mayor for the purpose of reading 
and discussing the communication which 
President Harrison had decided to send 
to The Constitution. The letter was ap- 
prowed and during the afternoon was sent 
to the office. 

Judge Hillyer has announced that he 
would resign from the board of water 
commissioners. He stated yesterday 
afternoon that he found his business 
very engaging and did not have time to 
devote to the water works. He stated 
that he intended resigning some time be- 
fore the expiration of his present term. 

Judge Hillyer’s present term expires on 
January 1, 1901, and it was therefore sug- 
gested to him that The Constitution an- 
nounce that he would resign during No- 
vember or December. 

“Oh, no,”” said Judge Hillyer, “I would 
not do that.” 

He did not, however, state when he 
would tender his resignation. He has 
been one of the most valuable members 
of the board and his retirement from it 
will occasion regret among his conferees, 
as well as in the city.

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was the breaking of a low-pressure cross- 
head strap on the left-hand side of engine 
No. 2, and while it was a serious break, 
yet, as In all previous breaks, the en- 
gineer, C. W. Reid, who was on watch at 
the time, vas at or near the throttle, and 
stopped the engine before she made. the 
second revolution. Otherwise she might 
have broken one or both cylinders. Just 
why the strap shoul have given way at 
this particular time, we hive never been 
able to determine, unless it was owing to 
a faulty weld in the strap. The engine 
Was moving along at about six and one- 
half turns per minute, with the ordinary 
load .of 110 pounds domestic pressure, As 
soon as possible after the break occurred, 
I notified Superintendent George W. Terry 
and President Hillyer, and they were soon 
on hand to render any assistance in their 
power.’ 

“Acting upon the chief engineer's re- 
port, Judge Hillyer, as president of the 
board in 1895, uses the following language: 

“I beg to call attention to two vreaks 
Which have occurred in the thirty-imech 
main upon which the city heretofore sole- 
ly relied for supply from No, 2 pumping 
Station to the intersection ot Nortn 
avenue and Luckie street, as mentioned in 
the reports of superintendent and chief 
engineer. 1 cull especial attention to the 
views expressed by Mr. Travis, as to the 
cause of the breaks, and his recommenda- 
tion, as well as that of the superintend- 
ent, Mr. ‘erry, for remedy of the same. 
We feel quite sure that thé flushing of 
sewers should be reformed under the 
direction and eontrol of the waterworks 
superintendent. Nobody should have a 
key or be allowed to open or use a fire 
hydrant unless he be responsible to and 
retained in the service, either of the water 
or fire department. We are aware that 
the board of health do not’as yet concur 
in this view, but there has been thus far 
no complete interchange of opinions on 
the subject, and it is hoped that upon 
proper corference the two departments 
may concur in some appropriate recom- 
mendation.’ 

“I must confess surprise at the position 
taken by Judge Hillyer now, and his 
former positions as mayor of Atlanta and 
as president of the board of water com- 
missioners, in the statement made by him 
of there being no machinist at Hemphill 
Station. It is certainly remarkable that a 
man who has been so long identified with 
the water department, both as mayor of 
Atlanta and afterwards president of the 
water board, should suddenly disdover 
that Mr, Travis is not a machinist, and 1 
must confess that I am unable to under- 
Stand why che did not cail atiention to 
this fact when mayor of Atlanta, and for 
many years president of the water board, 
for certainly he was aware of the breaks 
which occurred five or six years ago and 
subsequent thereto, at both stations, and 
never did he state in any of his annual 
reports Mr. Travis's inabliity as a ma- 
chinist, but, on the contrary, in nearly all 
of his reports as president, he bestows the 
highest praise upon Mr. Travis’s ability, 
and he has been fully indorsed in all he 
has said hy every gentleman who has 
been connected with the board as a com- 
missioner, from the time Mr. Travis was 
elected up to the present date. He was 
also indorsed by the late Jamented W. G. 
Richards, and also by our present efficient 
superintendent, Colonel Purk Woodward. 

“I also observe in Judge Hillyer’s arti- 
cle in Monday afternoon's Journal that 
hie states the following: 

"I most earnestly urged that meters 
be put on all these free services, but the 
matter was turned down and we only 
succeeded in getting a meter for one of 
the public schools.’ 

“In this connection I wish to state that 
the question of placing meters on public 
schools has been thoroughly discussed 
on frequent occasions at meetings of the 
water board and we have had the super- 
intendent furnish us with estimates as 
to the cost of placing them in all the 
public schools. I recall two reasons 
which were*presented by members of the 
water board why this should not be 
done. The first reason was that it would 
require a large outlay of the city’s money 
to do this work, as meters of sufficient 
size to be used in public schools are ex- 
pensive, and the majority of the board 
thought that it was infinitely better to 
take this money and lay pipe in different 
sections of the city where it was most 
needed, and thereby relieve the peuple 
of drinking polluted well water, as well 
as protecting their homes against fire. 
Another reason presented was that five 
or six hundred children attended each 
of the public schools, and to prevent as 
far as possible the spreading of conta- 
gious diseases by children who had been 
exposed to these contagious diseazes, it 
was better to allow the abundant use of 
water and keep the closets clean, thereby 
protecting the lives of our little ones. 
Judge Hillyer lays great stress upun the 
fact that 58 per cent of the water pumped 
into the city is not paid for, and would 
leave the impression that this water is 
wasted or given away, when in fact, with 
the exception of a few charitable institu- 
ticns, it is consumed in the public service, 
such as fire department, sanitary depart- 
ment, public schools end public build- 
ings and grounds, which if the water- 
works were owned by a private corpora- 
tion, the city would have tod pay a much 
larger sum for the service it gets now 
at a comparatively small cost. 

‘In concusion I beg to call attention to 
a letter received by Superintendent 
Woodward from a consulting expert in 
New York city. Respectfully submitted,

“Mr. Park Woodward, Superintendent 
Atlanta, Waterworks, Atlanta, Ga:.—My 
Dear Mr. Woodward: Youur favor of July 
6th, with inclosed clippings, has just been 
received. I should have been glad to give 

e Constitution any information which 
they desired, but it seemed impossible for 
me to remain any longer in Atlanta, 

‘With referance to the difficulties which 
you have had with your. pumping 
machinery at station No. 2, it is, of 
course, impéssible for me to pass judg- 
ment except in a very general way. The 
history of direct pressure systems, how- 
ever, warrants my saying that the breaks 
which you are having are in all probabil- 
ity due to the character of your serv'ce 
rather than to any inefficiency in the 
management of your pumping station. A 
direct pressurs system of supplying the 
water is the very hardest kind of ser- 
vice that a pump can be put to. The 
sudden closing ot any large opening on 
the System causes a shock to be trans- 
mittee, through the piping system and 
Lac gP> the pumps. ‘This action is what 
k1 a as ‘water hammer’ and occurs 
w@ wzever any opening is suddenly closed, 
the magnitu of the ‘hammer’ being 
dependent on the size of the opening in 
proportion to the storage capacity of the 
system. In many citles throughout the 
corntry the use of automatic closing bib- 
cocks has even been prohibited on ac- 
count of the continued small hammer 
due to the closing of these cocks. The 
delivery from a fire hydrant, to which 
reference has been made in some of the 
clippings, is proportionately a large onc. 
and where several of these hydrants are 
suddenly closed the efiect on the hae 
ing station would be very marked. 
an indication of the extent of this, I 
have in my own notes records of some 
examinations in a western w= 8 where 
the sudden closing of a four-inch supply 
"of a railroad tenk caused an increase of 
pressure at. the pumps of nearly double 
that under which the pumps ordinarily 
operated. Such an action is distinctly 

, and when continued for over any 
series of years, the repeated blows, 
though individually not sufficient to cause 
damage (though 1 have known of cases 
where a singie ‘water hammer has 
wrecked machinery) are bound to cause 
a deterioration tin the character of the 
metal. crystallization setting in with a 
oo vential weakening of all parts. 
Pro the best known action of this 
character is that which occurs in the 
rails, car wheels and axles of our —_

metal will only last for a limited 
period, and the rails and wheels and 
axles are regularly taken out of service 
after this period, even when to the naked 
eye they are apparently as good as ever. 
‘There is, furthermore, in a direct sys- 
tem an unfortunate effect of the sudden

to race, the pressure at the delivery end 
having been suddenly Of cour 
the automatic devices employed on al 
modern pumping machinery quickly com- 
pensates this deficiency, but it exists mo- 
mentarily and causes an unusual strain 
on the machinery. 

“The above conditions unquestionably 
exist in Atlanta and it seems quite pos- 
sible that they account almost entirely 
for the series of accidents to your ma- 
chinery in the last few months, and cer- 
tainly they are sufficient explanation for 
such accidents. My visit in Atlanta was 
not sufficiently long nor my acquaintance 
with the various members of your force 
suffictently extended to warrant my mak- 
ing any statements in regard to the pos- 
sibility of some of the breaks having been 
due to lack of care of the pumping ma- 
chinery, but it has been my universal 
experience that the grade of attention 
given to any machinery could be judged 
by the general appearance of the plant. 
On this ground alone, I could only give 
praise, as without exception your entire 
plant shows as much care and gives as 
good an appearance as any plant it has 
ever been my pleasure to visit. 

“My attention was, of course, especially 
directed to the filter plant, where the 
evidence of constant care and attention, 
under proper supervision, was decidedly 
marked. Your filter plant as it is, is a 
credit to the city, both in appearance 
and evident economy of management. As 
I expressed to you and some members 
of the board, I was greatly surprised to 
learn of the small amount of chemical 
which you were using, it being unusually 
low. Two or three towns in your state 
on very similar waters, use from five 
to ten times as much chemical as you 
do at present. ' 

“It is unfortunate, however, that the old 
system of mains in the city are not ar- 
ranged to allow them to be flushed free 
of mud, which accumulated for several 
years in the old system, continually con- 
taminates the filtered water, with the re- 
sult that the waiter which leaves the filter 
in a clear and satisfactory state is quite 
turbid when drawn by the consumers. 

‘The difficulty is furthermore enhanced 
by the fact that your fitter plant is in- 
adequate to satisfactorily purify the 
amount of water which you pump dur- 
ing warm weather. The two plants, the 
Hyatt and the New York, have a com- 
bined capacity of 7,000,000 gallons per 
twenty-four hours, or about 4,900 gallons 
per minute. As I understand that you 
frequently operate one pump at its full 
rate, 10,000,000 gallons per twenty-four 
hours, and continue this for several hours 
a day, you will readily see that the ca- 
pacity of your filter plant is exceeded 
by over 40 per cent very frequently. Fur- 
thermore, I understand for a short time 
your pumpage increases up to a rate. of 
12,000,000 or 13,000,000 gallons per twenty- 
four hours for some part of the day. Under 
these conditions you are exceeding the 
capacity of your filter plant by from 70 
to 8 per cent. Under the circumstances, 
it is out of the question to obtain a 
perfectly satisfactory filtered water from 
any form of purification plant, the filters 
being always rated at their full available 
capacity, and when this capacity is ex- 
ceeded it always results in a decided de- 
terioration in the character of the fikter- 
ed water. 

“Briefly, then, it would appear that 
‘water hammer’ has probably deteriorated 
the character of the material used in 
constructing your pumps and that the 
breaks are probably due to crystallizatién 
of the material and not, as has been sug- 
gested, to any inefficiency in manage- 
ment. all evidences at the plant indicat- 
ing most careful and constant supervision. 
Your filter plant is operated in an eco- 
nomical manner and up to its capacity 
gives quite satisfactory results. The 
capacity is, however vig ge thane exceeded 
with «a resultant failure in the character 
of the filtered water and this should be 
avoided by the early Installation of great- 
er filtering capacity. 

“In conclusion,, I wish to thank the 
members of the board for the courtesies 
extended and for the very evident desire 
to place before me all the facts in regard 
to the operation of your plant. Yours

“The new mills, one on we site of the 
Singleton mine, within a stone’s throw of 
the plant of the Consolidated Mining 
Company, and the second on the Barlow 
property, less than four miles from Dah- 
jonega, will be erected by the same capi- 
tal, but one by each of the stock com- 
panies interested in the north Georgia 
gold field. The Standard company will 
put up the mill on the Singleton mine, 
and the Consolidated that on the Barlow 
property. 

State Geologist Yeates has been notified 
that in the last few weeks it has been 
discovered that the vain of ore in the 
Hand mine and that in the Yahoola mine 
are one and the same, and it is known, 
as a result of this discovery, that the 
vein, which is. between thirty and forty 
feet wide, must extend at least a quarter 
of a mile. This discovery is taken by the 
state geologist to mean that gold mining 
in that section will continue to be suc- 
cessful, and that the recent “‘scare’’ was 
based on fact and not fancy. 

A great quantity of ore in a section 
which will come within a radius of three 
miles must necessarily be in sight be- 
fore three stamp mills of 120 stamps each 
can be erected. It is said that the pres- 
ent company has met with success in its 
mill, and that #& is willing to risk two 
more mills of the same size on the pros-

Rhodes and Bowman 
hai formed a partnership July 12, 1898, to 
do a wholesale ahd retail millinery busi- 
ness. According to the petition, they 
separated December 1, 1899, Mr. Rhodes 
taking the wholesale and Mr. Bowman 
the retaf] business. Mr. Rhodes claims 
that his partner had mismanaged the af- 
fairs of the firm and that in spite of a 
specific contract and agreement, he had 
been called upon to furnish money to dis- 
charge the obligations of the old firm. He 
declared that Bowman was insolvent. It 
was on this showing that Judge Reagan 
appointed Colonel W. T. Moyers tempo- 
rary receiver.

This meeting was held for 
the purpose of decffing on some one for 
permanent receiver, Colonel Moyers hav- 
ing made up his mind that it would be 
practically impossible for him to give the 
matter his personal attention without neg- 
lecting his law practice. Mrs. Bowman’s 
name was suggested and it met with in- 
stant approval. Colonel Moyers com- 
mended her excellent business ability and 
said that hé thought she would make the 
best possible person for the place. She 
was agreed on by all and the agreement 
reduced to writing. A petition was signed 
by both attorneys for the plaintiff and 
defendant and temporary receiver, Colo- 
nel Moyers. The petition, supplemented 
by a strong letter from Colonel Moyers 
urging that the appointmént be made,

The order was immediately signed, and, 
as has been stated, Mrs. Bowman took 
charge at 3 o’clock yesterday afternoon.

John Brantley was away from home 
and he was expected to return about 
the time the wreck occurred, but it was 
not known he was on the train which 
went down into Camp creek. 

A young wife, an anxious family and 
Many other relatives waited to hear tid- 
ings of him, and as the days passed by 
and no news wag recefved from him, 
the belief that he was among the killed 
in the wreck gained credence, and yes- 
terday it was decided to exhume the 
bodies of the unknown. 

Yesterday morning Undertaker C. H. 
Swift, accompanied by a brother of the 
missing man, went to Camp creek and 
all four of the graves marked “unknown” 
were opened. 

In one of them a body was found which 
was identified as that of John Brantley. 
‘The head wag gone and one arm and a leg 
were torn off, but a burn on the body and 
@ scar on the remaining hand served to 
show that the body was that of John 
Brantley. 

In exhuming the bodies to find that of 
John Brantley Undertaker Swift found 
the clothes belonging to A. J. Pate and 
son, who were among the killed in the 
wreck, and in a pocket of a coat was 
$37.0. The money was brought to the 
city and awaits a claimant. 

The body of John Brantley will be

‘HO EXPRESS AGREEMENT WAS MADE 


Franchise Granted After Paving Com- 
pleted With Understanding Com- 
pany Would Not Have To Pay. 


The supreme court yesterday morning 
rendered a decision forbidding the city 
of Atlanta to charge the Atlanta Rallway 
and Power Company with a part of the 
cost of paving Smith street. The opinion 
of the court of last resort sets aside the 
judgment of the lower court, which grant- 
ed the injunction forcing the company to 
pay what waS alleged to be its prorata 
share of the cost. 

Smith street was paved before the fran- 
chise to construct along that route was 
granted the old Consolidated some years 
ago. It was alleged by the company that 
the city at the time of the concession 
was made entered into an express agree- 
ment that the company’ building the line 
along Smith street should not be charged 
with part of the cost connected with the 
paving already completed, and it was 
further alleged that upon this understand- 
ing the company constructed its Smith 
street connection. Afterwards an injunc- 
tion was issued against the line for its 
part of the cost of paving. 

In the city court of Atlanta, where the 
case was first heard, Judge Reid held 
that the old Consolidated was liable for 


its share of the expense regardless of the 
agreement said to have been‘entered into 
between the Company and the city. The 
case was one of no little importance and 
an appeal was taken to the supreme 
court, the plaintiff in error being repre- 
sented by George Westmoreland, and the 
city by J. A. Anderson and J. T. Pen- 
dleton.

a written contract granted to a railroad com- 
pany a right of way over all the lands which 
the grantor then owned, or might thereafter

the parties the right to exercise a 
priviledge on stated conditions, 
party by accepting the grant 
becomes bound by the conditions, and the court 
may subsequently enforce compliance therewith, 
and in so doing does not, though ordering the 
party to do physical acts, violate the rule 
against granting temporary injunctions.

TEACHERS OBJECT TO DELAY 


Resolutions Call on the Governor To 
Pay Monthly. 


STATEMENTS ARE INCORRECT 


A Strict Compliance with the Law 
Would Leave the Teachers with 
Less Than They Got. 


The teachers of the common schools of 
Georgia, meeting in annual session recent- 
ly at Barnesville, passed a set of resolu- 
tions bearing on the old problem of why 
the state cannot pay the teachers month- 
ly for their work. 

The resoltions are intersting to of- 
ficials of the state because of the appar- 
ent ignorance disclosed therein as to the 
real reason for delay in disbursing the 
fvrds allotted to common schools. The 
statement is made that the common 
schol fund has been diverted to other 
char.nels or is now lying idle in the treas- 
ury. It is learned from the best sources 
possible that this statement is absolutely 
incorrect. 

The real cause for the delay does not 
rest in the governor, but in the law- 
making power of the state. The legis- 
lature has directed that certain reve- 
nues be devoted to paying the teachers 
and it so happeits that these revenues 
do not cofne in unfil the last of the year. 

Had Governor Candler conformed strict- 
ly to the letter of the law, the teachers 
irstead of having two months’ pay at 
this time would only have one, and proba- 


tly not all of that. 
The following resolutions were adopted 


by the teachers cf. Georgia: 

Tol His Excellency, the Governor of Georgta: 
Whereas, the’teachers of Georgia have received 
pay for but two months of the present year, 
and whereas, the legislature did in their wis- 
dom rass an act thac the teachers should re- 
ceive their pay monthly, and whereas certain 
funds which have come into the treasury are 
especially provided by legislative enactment 
to ccnstitute the public school fund have been 
diverted to other channels are now in the 
treasury, and whereas, it is in the power of 
the governor ‘o borrow at least $200,000 to 
meet apropriations not otherwise provided for; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved by -the teachers assembled in 
institute at Barnesville, Ga, That his excellen- 
cy, the governor, issue his warrant to the 
state school commissoner for the money that 
may be due this numerous branch of state 
officers, and that if there be not a sufficiency 
now in the treasury, the governor is hereby 
reqvested to exersise his power to secure funds 
to discharge these obligations to the teachers 
as promptly and fully as practicable. 

Rerolved further, That the teachers and 
others interested shall use their best en- 
deavors with their representatives and sena- 
tors to authorize the governor to provide finda 
. to meet teachers’ salaries in the futre, a @ ta

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WOODRUFF SELLS PROPERTY 


Atlanta Railway Buys Land for the 
Power House, 


AMOUNT PAID WAS $48,000 


Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
Privileged To Dispose of Con- 
siderable Property. 


Ernest Woodruff, president of the At- 


lanta Railway and Power Company and 
the Atlanta Railway Company, has 
sold to the Atlanta Railway. Company 
the preperty immediately in the rear of 
the police headquarters on which has 
been erected the new power house which 
will supply both railway systems with 
power. 

The price paid Mr. Woodruff for this 
property was $48,000. The deed conveying 
it to the street railway company was 
filed fn the office of the clerk of the supe- 
rior court yesterday. 

According to the deed this property 
consists of three lots. One beginning on 
the west side of Butler street and 197 
feet. south from Decatur street, running 
128 feet to the Georgia railway property, 
thence along the railway right of way 
west 101 feet to the property of the city, 
and along the city’s property -125 feet to 
a point 205 feet from Decatur street, 
thence east 101 feet to the beginning 
point. 

The second lot begins at a point on the 
western line of the property belonging to 
the city, 202 feet sowth from wJecatur 
street, running south along this line 138 
feet to the Georgia railway, west 100 feet 
along the railway right of way to the 
L. P. Grant property, thence north 138 
feet to a point 202 feet south from Deca- 
tur streét, thence east 100 feet to the be- 
gining point. 

The third lot begins 20 feet south from 
Decatur street, on the west line of the 
property of F. M. Coker, between Pied- 
mont avenue and Butler street, thence 
south 125 feet to the Georgia railway, 
thence west 100 feet to the S. A. and J. 
A. Morris property, thence north to a 
point 210 feet from Decatur street, thence 
100 feet to the beginning point. 

The Mercantile Trust and- Deposit Com- 
pany of Baltimore, trustee for the At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, has 
granted the company the right to sell 
certain property in this and DeKalb 
county which is not now being used by 
the railway company. 

The trust company of Baltimore se- 
lected an appraiser to value this prop- 
erty. It will be sold for about $20,000, 
and the amount is to be expended on the 
new lines that the company contemplates 
constructing.

Delegates Gave Governor Candler an 
Ovation. 
CHEERED ALDERMAN MAYSON 


These Two Delivered Addresses of 
Welcome to Universalists. 


OTHER SPLENDID SPEECHES WERE MADE 


Many Are Attending the Convention, 
the Formal Opening of Which 
Occurred Last Night.

With addresses of welcome by Hon. 
Allen D. Candler, governor of Georgia; 
James lL. Mayson, mayor pro tem. of At- 
lanta, and other ‘prominent men, the 
r eleventh converitéon of the Young People’s 
Christian Union, of the Universalist 
church, was opened in Atianta last night. 
The first session was held in the new 
Universalis: churcnh, on East Harris 
street, of which Rev. W. H. McGlaufiin, 
D.D.. is pastor. 

The opening session of the convention 
was the first meeting of any kind that 
has been held in the new church. The 
dedicatory service will be conducted next 
Sunday afternoon, and the loca] Univer- 
salists will be aided in this dedication by 
the visiting members of their denomina- 
tion. 

About 400 prominent Universalists from 
all portions of the country are already in 
Atlanta. Many arrived last night too late 
to attend the opening session, and others 
will doubtless reach the city this morning. 

Among the prominent members. of the 
union already in Atlanta are: H, M, Fow- 
ler, of Cleveland, O.,‘the president of the 
organization; Harry Adams Hersey, of 
Boston; Dr. Q. H. Shin, general mission- 
ery; Bugene F. Endicott, of Boston, one 
of the trustees of the general convention

Somewhat of a damper was thrown over 
the delegates by the announcement that 
Rev. George L, Perin, D.D., pastor of the 
Every Day church, of Boston, would not 
attend the conventicn because of the 
death of his wife, which occurred the 
night after the vessel upon which they 
were traveling left Boston harbor. This 
compelled the return of Dr. Perin to 
Boston. It is probable that a resolution 
of regret will be adopted during the con- 
vention, as the absent minister is one of 
‘the most popular members of the organi~- 


zation. 
Song by a Georgia Girl. 

The convention opened with the singing 
of’ the state rally songs, the poem for 
Georgia having been written by Miss Etta 
Wallace Miller, whose genius is well 
known in Georgia. The song was sung by 
Mrs. Harry W. Young, to the refrain ot 
“My Maryland.” The first verse of Miss 
Miller’s poem is as foilows: 

‘Together bound by links of love, 

In the mighty cause of right, 
We're soldiers. ef our Lord above, 
Serving Him in‘sweet delight; 
Forever faithful, brave and strong, 
‘Eternal Love’ our battle song, — 
Till right shall triumph over wrong, 
And the darkness shall be light.”’ 

The other state rally songs were sung 
by the delegates in chorus, and some will 
be rendered by individuals during the sev- 
eral days of the convention. 

To Georgians and.Atlantians, one of the 
most pleasing features of the session last 
night. was the ovation accorded to Gover- 
nor Candler and May6ér Pro Tem. Mayson. 

The convention delegates had assembled 
at 7:30 o’eleck to sing the rally songs. 
Shortly before 8 o’clock there was a com- 
motion at the entrance to the church, and 
those in the neighborhood of the door rose 
to their feet and began cheering. All the 
delegates caught the infection, and as 
those who were to welcome the vis!tors to 
Georgia and Atlanta walked. down the 
aisle to the platform a continual cheering 
was kept up. ' 

An Ovation by Delegates. 

Handkerchiefs were waved in the air by 
the ladies, while the men aided in the 
demonstration by cheering and hand- 
| clapping. 

Through it all Governor Candler and 
Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson walked smiling 
and pleased at their reception. At the 
platform the president of the Young Peo- 
ple’s Christian Union introduced the gov- 
ernor to the delegates. The chief ex- 
ecutive of the state was accordéd an in- 
dividual ovation, and it was some mo- 
ments before he could be heard. 

He began by announcing the pleasure it 
gave him to bid the delegates welcome to 
Georgia} he was always glad to welcome 
to Georgla conventions that taught the 
people of the state to be good and to do 
good. The governor then digressed in 
order to tell of the religious tolerance of 
Georgians. He said the criginal settiers 
were toierent of each other; that the 
framers of the Georgia constitution had 
expressed themselves in that famous 
document, and that all through the years 
that have followed the people of the state 
had earnestly endeavored to recognize 
the religious rights of their neighbors and 
the inconnection of affairs of state with 
those of the church. The governor con- 
cluded by telling the delegates that the 
state was theirs for the time, and if they 
failed to see anything they wanted, to 
ask for it. 

The Resources of the South. 

Mayor Pro Tem. Mayson said he had 
come with the keys of the city for the 
delegates. After assuring the members 
of the convention of their welcome, Mayor 
Pro Tem. Mayson seized the opportunity 
for telling the delegates of the resources 
of the sctith, particularly of Georgia, and 
especially of Atlanta. He made an ex- 
cellent address, and, a8 was the governor, 
was frequently interrupted by applause. 

As the governor left the church the del- 
egates for the third time gave him an 
ovation, again rising and waving their 
handkerchiefs as he left the bifilding. 

The response was made by H. M. Fow- 
ler. the union’s president. He made a 
splendid address, telling the delegates 
of the hope both the union and the gen- 
eral convention had for the south. He 
said he missed a number of faces that 
had attended the last convention of the 
union, but in their places saw many new 
ones, although the attendance was not as 
large as be had seen upon former occa- 
sions. The delegates loudly cheered tneir 
president. 

In the absence of Dr. Perin, Mr. Bndi- 
cott, of Boston, was called upon to ex- 
tend the greeting from the general con- 
vention. This he did in well selected words, 
and although his address was entirely 
impromptu, he made am excellent speech. 
He said the church had watched with 
eager eyes the growth of the union; had 
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glad to come to the cool south and away 
from the burning heat of New England. 
He said he left his neighbors sweltering 
in the humid atmosphere to enjoy the 
cooling breezes of Atlanta. 

Dr. McGlauflin also addressed the dele- 
gates briefly. He read a letter from Dr. 
W. W. Landrum, pastor of the First Bap-:

New York, July 1{1!.—Operations in cotton 
today were hardly in the way of new ventures, 
‘though at times short selling was attempted 
on @ small scale.

The most important bear factor was easily 
the Liverpool news. This indicated a general 
selling movement of enormous proportions in 
that market. The government report of yes- 
terday afternoo1 for the wesk ended and ex- 
pectation of heavy imports from America dur- 
ing August and September were the causes 
aimed at by private cables as responsible for 
the slump. Tenders of spot cotton were urgent 
and large lines of ‘ong stuff were thrown over- 
toerd on stop orders in the future market. 
Bear sentiment flourished here on fine crop re- 
pets, exceptionally favorable weatber advices 
from the entire belt and confirmation of re- 
cont reports to she effect that cloth markets 
were heavy and nactive. Throughout the af- 
terz-oon speculation was inclined to drag and 
prices showed insignificant changes much of 
the time. The market was finally steady at a 
net loss of 3 to 19 points.

New York, July 1!1.—The bull manipulation 
in Union Pacific turned the market from a re- 
actiorary course today and made the tone 
during the latter part of the session of the 
stock exchange strong throughout. The latter 
strergth was not sufficient in all cases to en- 
tirely wipe out the earlier losses, but they 
were in all cases much reduced. There were 
tirres when Union Pacific was practically the 
only stock which stood firm against the tide 
of reaction. The support of the stock was 
very determined and the aobsorption very cone 
fident and on an enormous scale. There was no 
special news to explain the movement aside 
frcm the general conlitions in its territory and 
its finances. No suggestion has been offered 
that the dividend rate ts likely to be increased 
over.that at 1% per cent declared for the last 
semi-annual period. The government crop 
report was an important influence in the 
stock market all day. St. Paul's heavy de- 
crease in earnings for the trst week in July 
added to the weakness in the granger group, 
and there were sharp declines in all the princi- 
pal members of the group.

Wheat started strong, September 1%@I %e 
higher at 814%@82c. The government crop re- 
port for July, which reduced the wheat pros- 
pect just about an even hundred million bush- 
els from the estimate of June Ist, furnished 
thé ammunition for the bulls. There was liber- 
al eslling on the bulge, however, on the belief 
that the crop in the northwest had been greatly 
benefited by recent rains. Bearish harvest news 
from Russia also hampered the advance some- 
what, and September slipped off to 81%@81 %c. 
The early sellers were soon boiled out, and 
offerings became scarce. Then shorts rushed 
to cover,- and there was considerable buying 
for the long account. Under this movement 
September rose steadily to 83c. There were 
several soft spots on profit taking, but the mar- 
ket ruled strong throughout and September 
closed at 82%@82%c. “A good eash demand 
and small primary receipts helped to sustain 
the upturn. Chicago received 58 cars, against 
85 the same day fast year. Minneapolis and 
Duluth reported 165, compared with 413 the 
corresponding day @ year ago. Western pri- 
mary receipts were 410,000 bushels, against 
771,000 bushels last year. Clearances of 
wheat and flour from the seaboard equalled 
250,000 bushels. 

Corn showed decided strength, being helped 
by the advance'in wheat and claoms of damage 
by drought. The government crop report sug- 
gesting a possible crop of 2,200,000,000 bush- 
els “encouraged considerable selling early, but 
aggressive buying by several bull leaders stam- 
peded the shorts, and the market closed strong 
within %c of the top. September opened %@c 
higher at 43%@43%c, advanced to 44\%c, sold 
off steadily to 43%c, rose to 44%c and closed 
with sellers at 44%c. Receipts were 439 cars. 
Seaboard clearances 616,000 bushels and ex- 
port sales reported at 73 boatloads.

in Women's Organizations 


In a recent article written. by the 
countess of Warwick, ome of the most. 
beautiful women in all England, she 
speaks enthusiastically of the influence 
and power there lies in women in organis- 
ed effort. In’part she writes: 

“Every original idea, it is said, has to 
go through two phases of development. 
First of all, the dwellers in ruts and 
grooves declare that It is not true, Then, . 
when its truth is demonstrated, they de- 
clare that if true, it is not new. That !s 
precisely what happened to the disturb- 
ine personality whom they originally de- 
nounced as the new woman—generally 
with capital letters and sometimes in 
ttalics. Firet of all, these sticklers for 
antiquity said the new woman Wag not 
true. It was not true to gay that women 
had the same mental faculties ag men 
and that those faculties cold be trained 
ed and organized in the same way as the 
intellecta of the so-called superior sex. 
Then, when.certain feminine addenda ap- 
peared in connection. with the class lists 
at the universities and women began to 
make their marks in the worlg they 
shifted their ground and sald that even 
if the new woman was true she was not 
new. It was a contradiction of terms, 
of course, and spolled thelr own epithet, 
but that d'd not matter. The new wo- 
mati Was not new, but old—two centuries 
old at least. 

‘There are many prominent women on 
hoth sides of the Atiantic who cou’d be 
cited as moder] organizers, but, speaking 
for myself, I shr'nk from personalities in 
thie respect as much as [ do from the 
pemmendicular pronoun aferesa'd. Nothing. 
in my onion wvrvld be 896 fatal to the 
interests of pfoeressive women fa better 
term than new woman) than havirg their 
methods tacked on to the name of some 
ove leader and so being dwarfed down to 
the dimensions of an ‘ism.’ Lady Jeune 
has recentiv written an exhaustive paper 
in The Ang’o-Saxon Review under the 
title of ‘A Century of Women.’ and I 
myself contributed one of a similar char- 
acter to the Christmae nutrber of The 
Oneen. But I repeat most emphatica'ly 
that noth'ng, In my op!nion, would  »be 
more detrimental to the ore@anization of 
the women's movement than bang ninned 
to the apron strings of any individua’ 
leader. however capable that leader may 
be. The very essence of the new organ- 
ivation js originalitv, and that will nevér 
he realized if aspirants elect to stretch 
themgelves on a bed of Procrustes. 

“Tt is, of course, impossible to deal ex- 


_haustively with such a subject as this 


In the necessarily circumscribed space at 
one’s command. I have not tried this 
hopeless experiment. What I have tried 
to do is to give one practical hint—sug- 
gésted by a tolerabiy lone experience— 
60 that any woman who really wants to 
develop he rown faculties can heln those 
who are like minded. My advice would 
go into the words: ‘Be yourself, or be 
original.’ That reminds me of a story 
once told me by a successful student and 
with it I will close my retharks. That 
student was suddenly brought face to 
face with an entirely new and somewhat 
abstruse subject and was scared by it. In 
dismay the gtudent sought the professor 
und told him he must abandon the honor 
course at college because that subject 
barred the way. ‘I have read every com- 
mentator I can lay hands on,’ he said, 
‘and I am none the wiser.’ ‘Shut up your 
commentaries,’ replied the  professof, 
‘take your bafe text, read the matter 
over and overt again and think the mat- 
ter out for yourself. Lock yourself in 
your room and make tip your mind you 
will master the subject.’ The student took 
the advice and that subject bécame the 
favorite one itn his curriculum, gaining 
him a high position on the class list when 
he graduated. That was how he organ- 
ized his mental! faculties. What man has 
done woman can do, and I believe that 
one word originality is the master key 
to all organization, individual and social 
allke.

Mrs, Florida Sues the Southern for 
That Amount. 


HUSBAND KILLED IN WRECE 


He Was a Passenger on Train Which

A damage suit for $100,000 was filed 
against the Southern railway ‘company 
at McDonough yesterday for the death 
of one of the passengers who went with 
the ill-fated train into Camp creek on the 
night of June 23d.

This is the 
first damage suit of its kind ever filed 
in the state for such a large amount, 
and Mrs. Florida bases her claim for it 
on the fact that her husband was only 
thirty-nine years old and was earning 
$6,000 per year. 

Mr, Florida was a prominent citizen of 
Nashville and was well known through- 
out the south as a guccessful publisher.

Baker, the man who killed his wife last 
spring and who will suffer the death pen- 
ality unless the pardon board interferes in 
his behalf. ; 

Baker sent for a reporter of the Con- 
stitution last nigat. . Fhe prisoner seems 
to think that all.he has-to do is to haves 
his statement correctly. published in or- 
der to escape the gallows. 

The supreme court has refused a new 
tr:al and there js nothing tetween Baker 
and the gallows but a commutation to a 
life sentence by the board of pardons. 

He is not the same man in appearance

At that time his face 
was red and bloated from the v«ffects of 
whisky and ‘a heavy mustache drooped 
over his mouth.

On April 15th of this vear Baker shot 
and killed his wife, Beulah, and he claim- 
ed that he shot at a man who had come 
between him and his wif2. He was tried 
end sentenced to be hanged. The case 
vas appealed. Three days ago the su- 
preme court refused to ‘nterfere and the 
judgment of the lower court was af- 


firmed. 

‘T sent for a reporter,’ said Baker, last 
night, ‘‘to let the people know the truth 
about my case. I want to be placed right 
before the people. I am an ignorarit man 
and don’t know much. I'll talk and let 
you get it down right. This whole matter 
was caused by Charley Pittman, who tried 
to steal my wife from me. It may not 
be right to say anything wrong of my 
dead wife. God knows I hate to do it, 
but the truth is the truth, and I reckon 
the people want to know the truth. I 
cavght my wife in a room with Pittman. 
That was on Wednesday, April i3th. I 
got Pittman to my house, my wife having 
left me, and just as I was about to tell 
bim what he nad done, a policeman came 
in and took him away. I went to Pit- 
men’s house, in Kennesaw alley, on Fri- 
day night, April:15th,- ‘to get some things 
of mine which my wife had. As I walked 
into the dining room I aaw Pittman hug- 
g.ng my wife. Then my brain got on fire. 
I did not know what I did. I fired my 
pistol, but I did not intend to kill my 
wife. That is th etruth, so help me: God.
